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Budget Review

From the numbers, it looks 
like it would have been a boring 
worksession. The Department of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment consumes a grand total of 
three percent of the city’s annual 
budget and the request for the 
upcoming fiscal year is just 2.3 
percent higher than the amount 
budgeted for the current year. 

But beneath the numbers, a lot 
is happening in this small depart- 
ment, which drew. unanimous 
praise from the members of the 
Greenbelt City Council at an 
April 16 budget worksession. 
Very little of the discussion fo- 
cussed on the actual budget. The 
only budget questions raised were 
whether any additional resources 
were needed. 

First, the Numbers 

For the upcoming yéar, City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin’s 
budget calls for. spending 
$411,900 on the department; 
$141,300 on planning, $270,600 
on tommunity development. 
Roughly three quarters of these 
expenditures are offset by noncity

Between the CSX Railroad 
tracks on the west, Branchville 
Rd. on the south, and Chef’s Se- 
cret and other businesses on the 
west side of Cherrywood Lane is 
a 9.9-acre commercial enterprise 
called Prince George's Scrap. 
Although it lies beyond the city 
limits, and therefore outside the 
city’s jurisdiction, its owners 
have recently. submitted plans to 
Greenbelt, as well as to College 
Park and Berwyn Heights, seek- 
ing approval for its subdivision 
and redesign. 

What lies along Branchville 
Rd. is of special interest to resi- 
dents of the area, since the road 
serves as the marked route for 
reaching Lake Artemesia, now an 
important recreational attraction. 
The northern end of the: property 
abuts on the main portion of the 
A.H. Smith site. At the south 
and included within its boundary 
are ATM machines belonging to 
Citizens Bank on Greenbelt Rd. 
The bank leases this piece of 
land, which is separated from the 
‘main bank structure’ by 
Branchville Rd. 

Previously Prince George’s 
Scrap had used only about one 
acre of its property—the parcel 
- directly along Branchville Rd. It 
now intends to clean up that 
site—apparently for more upscale 
development—and to move its 
scrap operation to the north.

year), and a county grant. 

Nearly 80 percent of the 
department’s expenditures are ac- 
counted for by salary and ben- 
efits, nineteen percent by operat- 
ing expenses and two percent by 
equipment purchases. 

No change in staffing is pro- 
posed, although the community 
planner position is proposed to be 
upgraded as the result of a reclas- 
sification review. This reclassi- 
fication would increase the pay 
for this: position from the current

also relocate two one-story metal 
buildings to the northeast and re- 
move five existing sheds.

City Review 

Previously the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) had re- 
viewed the company’s plans, 
which were presented at the 
regular city council meeting on 
April 14 by Roberta McCarthy, 
APB chair. Terri Hruby, Commu- 
nity Planner, described both the 
proposed changes and the city 
staff’s recommendations. 

The property has long been 
zoned I-2 (Heavy Industrial), 
Hruby explained. Although the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission 
(MNCPPC) considers the con- 
tinuation of its present use in

GC-13 range of $26,600 - 
$41,766 to the GC-16 range of 
$30,805 -- $48,381. Director of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment Celia Wilson noted that a 
lot of work is handled by Office 
Assistant Melissa Voigt, and that 
some projects have lagged as 
other projects have been given 
priority, Wilson told council that 
at next year’s budget review, she 
quite likely will be asking for 
additional office staff. 

But, for council and staff 
alike, the good stuff was clearly 
the new projects the department 
expects to undertake over the

age projects. Other projects for

conflict with future land-use 
plans near Metro sites, the I-2 
zoning still applies. Since “it 
would not be in the city’s inter- 
est to take title,” city attorney 
Robert Manzi said, the city has 
no real leverage to effect 
changes. 

Nevertheless, because the 
Prince George’s County Council 
must pass enabling legislation to 
approve the petitioner's request, the 
present time affords nearby jurisdic- 
tions their best opportunity to recom- 
mend specific conditions. 

City Concerns 

An immediate issue is a storm 
drain channel from Beltway 
Plaza which runs through the 
tract in.question. Currently run- 
off from the Plaza is “intermit- 
tent,” according to Hruby; how- 
ever, as the Plaza develops, run-

3 Eimer and Irene Janosko 
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Elmer Janosko Recounts 
70 Years Serving Church

Elmer Janesko, a resident of 
Greenbelt for 43 years and a 
member of St. Hugh’s Catholic 
Church for as many years, is 
happy to have the story told of 
his service to the church, hop- 
ing he said “to get-some 
younger people involved in 
church work.” 

In the course of his years at 
St. Hugh’s, Janosko has served 
as usher, collection taker, parish 
council representative, candle 
replacer, painter of the school 
and printer of the church’s 
weekly bulletin. He managed 
all of this in addition to his 
full-time employment with 
Singer Link, a manufacturer of 
simulator training equipment 
used by the military. He re- 
tired in 1979. 

Janosko was born and raised 
in Emeigh, Pennsylvania, where 
his service to. the church began 
as an altar boy. He often got 
extra duty, as he lived behind 
the church and on short notice 
substituted for other altar boys. 
He went on to become the 
church bell ringer for morning 
Mass and the morning, after- 
noon and evening recitation of 
the Angelus. The 6 a.m. Ange- 
lus bell ringing was relied upon 
by the town’s coal miners as 
their ‘daily wake up time. 
When Janosko overslept a few 
times, people were quick to re- 
mind him of their dependence 
on him. 

Shoveled Snow 

Young Janosko shoveled 
snow from the church walk- 
ways in the winter, obtained ice 
for the rectory icebox and %c- 
companied the pastor to their 
mission church. “There were 
no paved roads to our mission 
church,” Janosko said. “So I 
went with the priest, and I 
would bring a shovel with me 
so if he got stuck in the mud, 


or the snow, I would dig him 
our.” ™ ' 

As a young adult, Janosko. 
joined the Army Signal Corps, 
fought at the Battle of the 
Bulge and saw action ‘in 
France, Belgium, Holland and 
Germany. By his assistance to 
chaplains when Mass was said 
in the field, often with the altar 
the hood of a jeep, he contin- | 
ued his service to the church. 

In 1951, Janosko married 
Irene Hanyok, who lived in 
Barnesboro, Pa., a couple of 
miles from Emeigh. After her 
six brothers, Joe, Andy, Steve, 
Paul, Francis and John Hanyok, 
moved to Greenbelt, Irene and 
Elmer moved here in 1954. 
They have always lived in the 
12 Court of Ridge Road. Irene 


_ worked at Greenbelt Consumer 


Services for 25 years, twice 
winning the checker of the year 
award. After receiving the 
award the first year, she was a 
guest on the Mark Evans TV 
show, 
“We Like Greenbelt” 

Both say, “We like Greenbelt 
a lot.” Janosko is an honorary 
life member of the Knights of 
Columbus. But he has done 
more than serve his church. 
He was a volunteer for the city 
when surplus food was distrib- 
uted, has been a member of the 
American Legion for 52 years 
and is a Veteran of Foreign 
Wars. 

The Janoskos sometimes at- 
tend Mass at St. Gregory of 


Nyssa Ruthenian Rite Catholic 


Church, Beltsville, as Irene was 
raised in the Byzantine Catho- 
lic rite. Janosko would still 
like to usher or take up the 


collection at St. Hugh’s but his 


arms and legs don’t move the 
way they used to. He said that 
although “I didn’t think I'd be 
doing this for 70 years, I don’t 
regret it one bit.” 





No Spraying in GHI 
The article on Moth Spraying 
in Greenbelt (News Review, April 
17) provides an accurate account 
of the Maryland Department of 


Agriculture’s original plans for * 


spraying Dimilin in Greenbelt. 
However, recent developments are 
of interest. Representatives of the 
MD Department of Agriculture 
presented information about their 
plans at a public meeting at GHI 
on April 9. Over twenty GHI 
members participated in a spirited 
give and take for about two 
hours. On April 10, the GHI 
Board of Directors voted, unani- 
mously, to request that GHI not 
be sprayed this year. (The state 
procedures give all landowners 
the right to opt out of a spraying 
program with such a request.) A 
key factor in our decision (as re- 
ported in the News Review the 
preceding week) was that there is 
currently no gypsy moth popula- 
tion in Greenbelt, and that the 
planned spraying was to prevent a 
problem which may or may. not 
exist this year.. As a result, GHI 
has requested that we not be 
sprayed as part of the 1997 pro- 
gram. 

Gypsy moths have been a se- 
vere problem in the past, and will 
eventually re-appear in Greenbelt. 
I am pleased that several GHI 
members have expressed an. inter- 
est in forming a study group over 
the summer to collect information 
on the current state of knowledge 
on the effectiveness of various 
treatments (Dimilin,  B.T., 
Gypchek) against gypsy moths 
and side effects. The intent is to 
survey pesticide manufacturers 
and environmental groups to re- 
ceive as wide a spectrum of opin- 
ions on this issue as possible. 
This information would be used 
when there 1s once again a real 
problem, perhaps next year. 
People interested in joining this 
group (open to non-GHI members 
as well) should contact me, c/o 
GHI. )

off may increase. “This channel 
should be required to drain into 
the proposed stormwater facility,” 
says the city staff report, thus 


minimizing “the impact to Indian. 


Creek.” This creek “is already 
one of the most degraded stream 
conveyances in the Anacostia 
River,” the report continues. 

Prince George’s Scrap has al- 
ready agreed to donate the back 
one-third of the property to the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture to 
serve as a buffer, Hruby said. 
Nevertheless, the city has ex- 
pressed an interest in having the 
owners install landscaping to dis- 
guise the scrap operations. Land- 
scaping should be placed along 
the boundary on Branchville Rd., 
the north fence line, and areas 
visible from adjacent properties, 
APB recommends. 

_Another issue is the absence 
of bicycle accessibility from 
Cherrywood Lane and along the 
front- of the property on 
Branchville Rd.

The water table lies 10 feet be- 
low the surface of the one-acre site 
currently in use. Although five of 
eight soil samples collected show 
petroleum hydrocarbon contamina- 
tion, this has not penetrated to the 
groundwater, Hruby said, because 
of a thick slab of concrete that had 
been laid below the soil. A state- 
approved remediation plan will be 
followed in addressing removal of 


these contaminants in cleaning up - 


the site. 

The projected new buildings 
would be established on a 100- 
year flood plain. For this reason 
all will have louvers along their 
base to allow water to: pass 
through during a flood. 

The county in general supports 
the plan, McCarthy said, “because 
it is better than what we have 
now.” Additional buildings will in 
fact prowide greater screening of 
the scrap operations. 

In concluding discussion of the 
issue, council supported a sugges- 
tion by Manzi to send a letter to 
the county council detailing the 
city’s specific concerns.

Misunderstanding over Use Permit 
Sparks Youth Disruption in Center

Greenbelt police officers 
were called on Saturday night, 
April 19, to assist in removing 
a large group of teenagers from 
the Community Center’s gym- 
nasium and to provide crowd 
control and disperse about 200 
young people from outside the 


building and in Roosevelt Cen-- 


- tE5; 

Officer George Mathews, 
press relations officer for the 
Greenbelt Police Department, 


said: “The crowd was gener- 


ally peaceful except for about 
50 teens who took products 
from the 7-Eleven store and 
then fled on foot. There were 
no arrests, injuries, or vandal- 
ism to buildings.” Most of the 
crowd left peaceably, he said, 
after police told them “it was 
time to leave.” Much of the 
goods taken were later recov- 
ered. 

Apparently, the young people 
had come to the Community 
Center thinking there was an 
“After Spring Break Madness 
Party” scheduled from 7 p.m. to 
midnight. Fliers announcing 
the event had been distributed 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School and elsewhere several 
weeks before. 

Application 

But the application for rent- 
ing the Community Center gym 
for the party had only been 
submitted to the recreation staff 
on Friday, April 18, the day be- 
fore. Apparently an older sister 
of one of the teen sponsors had 
submitted the application along 
with a deposit, Community 
Center Supervisor Catherine 
Salgado said. 

The application described the 
event as a birthday party with 
an estimated attendance of “40” 
persons ages “14+.” 
there was inadequate time for 
the staff to obtain more infor- 
mation about thle event and 
confirm it, the application was 
disapproved. Recreation staff 
members tried but were unable 
to reach the applicant by phone 
to notify .her of the rejection. 
She did not return their call. 

Procedures Explained 

Salgado Said the staff re- 
quires about two weeks to 
gather detailed information on 
events such as parties, In addi- 
tion, tickets for private parties 
may not be sold at the door. 
The flier stated that those not 
presenting a flier would be 
charged an admission charge of 
$3. 

Salgado explained that police 
were first called about 7:30 
p.m, when teens already in the 
building did not want to leave. 
She said the teenagers were re- 
luctant to leave after being told 
the event had never been 
granted a permit. As the mood 
of the crowd worsened, she be- 
came concerned about the pos- 


-- sibility of violence. “The odds 


were very bad,” she said. 
“Three adults to hundreds of 
kids.” 

She called police, she ex- 
plained, because “it’s better to 
be safe than sorry.” She also 
refunded the $75 deposit on the 


spot, although city regulations 


state that deposits can be for- 
feited in such circumstances. 
“You do what you can in order 
to maintain peace,” she said. 
No Party 
.- Community Center Recre- 
ation Coordinator Stephen 


Since. 


Keaney said that, “As far as we 
knew, there was no party in the 
gymnasium” -that night.. Never- 
theless, young people began to 
trickle into the center early in 
the evening under the impres- 
sion that a party was to be held 
there, he said. Some began to 
set up equipment for a live 
performance—by three bands— 
a fact not mentioned on the 
rental application. 

Besides the event being char- 
acterized on the application as 
a birthday party for 40 people 
and not mentioning that admis- 
sion would be. charged, another 
major problem was the absence 
of adult supervision, which is 
also required by city rules. 
Salgado said it was difficult ex- 
plaining to the youths that the 
application had been disap- 
proved and that no rental con- 
tract had been signed. ° 

“They were very emotional 
about it,” she said. “That’s 


‘why you've got to talk to a re- 


sponsible adult.” A woman

"who she thought was a parent 


of one of the student organizers 
of the event showed up at 
about 8:30 p.m. “When she 
came and saw the police were 
here, she was very receptive to 
ending it,” said Salgado. - 
Police Arrive 

When several police arrived, 
they met no resistance from 
those inside the building. 
However, more police assis- 
tance was requested for crowd 
control when the young people 
spilled over in front of the 
Community Center, the parking 
lot and Roosevelt Center. 

When about 12 officers re- 
sponded—including six called 
on duty from part-time private 
security jobs—their presence 
helped. to disperse the crowd, 
Mathews observed. But the 
contingent of youths who 
raided the 7-Eleven had fled 
just before officers arrived,

Community Center 


Policy on Parties 


The Greenbelt Community 
Center has tightened restrictions 
on events held there, said Cen- 
ter Supervisor Catherine 
Salgado in an April 22 inter- 
view. The changes were made 
in response to an incident at the 
Center on April 19, in which 
200 youths hoping to attend a 
party featuring live bands were 
turned away by police. The 
Center had never authorized the 
party. 

“We have taken steps to try 
to make sure this will never 
happen again,” she said. 

Salgado emphasized that al- 
though there are new restric- 
tions, the director of the Recre- 
ation Department, or his desig- 
nated representative, has broad 
discretion to waive require- 
ments on a case-by-case basis. 

“It also depends on the na- 
ture of the group,” she said, ex- 
plaining that it was hard to 
spell out every contingency in a 
set of rules. She said more lee- 
way would be given to local 
civic organizations with which 
the city has an ongoing rela- 
tionship. 

Under the new rules, parties 
with live bands or deejays are 
forbidden, as are parties for 
teenagers, even with parental 
sponsors. 

Salgado sent a memo to 
Center tenants announcing the 
changes on April 21. “My first 
concern,” she states in the 
memo, “is with the safety and 
comfort of community center 


_ tenants and surrounding resi- 


dents.”

being spearheaded by Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc.), Greenbelt Lake 
improvements, and further traf- 
fic calming projects. 

Planning and Zoning 

Council and staff were clearly 
excited about the likelihood that 
the city will soon have some 
new powers in the area of plan- 
ning and zoning. HB 891, 
which was approved during the 
recently ended state legislative 
session, permits the county to 
delegate powers for design stan- 
dards; parking and loading stan- 
dards; sign design standards; 
variances for lot size, setback re- 
quirements and the like; and 
landscaping requirements. 

The authority likely to be 
granted to the city is limited. 
The city will not have any au- 
thority in zoning decisions and 
cannot impose stricter standards 
than does the county. However, 
Wilson felt that the legislation 
gives the city authority in the 
types of cases that will be most 
important to the city. She noted 
that since all undeveloped prop- 
erty in the city , except for the 
Sunrise property, has -been sub- 
divided, rezoning requests are 
unlikely. Development around 
the Metro station, she said, 


would become a “battle to be - 


fought” in the planning process. 
Wilson felt that the city could 
exert control of development in 
this area through the planning 
process, even without indepen- 
dent zoning authority. 

As a result, the design issues 
for which the city is likely to 


be granted authority, are the 


“things that define the character 
of a neighborhood,” Wilson 
said. The city will have control 
over issues such as decks, addi- 
tions, side yards, setbacks and 
requests for departures from 
county standards for signs and 
parking lots. However, the city 
will be bound by county code 
and cannot impose stricter re- 
quirements. And, Wilson noted, 
the county is “extremely gener- 
ous” with respect to signs. One 
thing that Community Planner 
Terri Hruby stressed during 
council’s recent review of the 
freestanding sign for the new 
CVS store, was that the origi- 
nally requested sign was permit- 
ted under county code and that 
the city had no power to de- 
mand that the size of the sign 
be reduced (although the com- 
. pany voluntarily agreed to in- 
stall a smaller'sign). The city 
would still not have the power

to demand a smaller sign once 
it gets its new powers. 
Start Up 
The legislation authorizing 
the district council (which is the 
name thé county council goes 
by when dealing with planning 


and zoning issues) takes effect 


on October 1. However, it will 
have to pass legislation delegat- 
ing these powers to the city and 
the city will have to set up a 
system to accept applications 
for departures and variances. 
Wilson estimated that it would 
take until the first of the year 
for the city to be “up and run- 
ning” with its new powers. 


McLaughlin estimated start-up . 


costs for taking over these pow- 
ers at $10,000 which will be 
funded through the “reserve ap- 
propriation” in the nondepart- 
mental account of the budget. 
Wilson expects to meet soon 
with county staff to see what 
the city will have to do to ob- 
tain the new powers. A 
worksession with council will 


then be held (probably within 


the next two months) prior to 
submission of legislation to the 
city council. Once the city 
council passes this legislation, it 
will be forwarded to the District 
Council, Sixty days after the 
District Council approves the 
legislation, the city will have its 
new powers. 

While the new powers will 
put new demands on city staff 
and council, the revenues gained 
will be modest. Wilson said 
that requests for departures from 
design standards are rare and 
that, on average, there may be 
10 to 12 variance requests per. 
year. One concern Wilson had 
was that there are “true dead- 
lines” for handling such applica- 
tions. This means, she said, 


that these applications will tend . 


to take precedence over other 
work in the department. Wilson 
was concerned about the in- 
creased workload, particularly 
for the department’s office as- 
sistant. However, since the fees 
from such requests would prob- 
ably total “a few thousand [dol- 
lars} per year,” according to 
Wilson, they will be insufficient 
to support additional staff to 
handle these responsibilities, as 
Mayor Bram noted. 
Greenbrook Lake and 
Lakewood 

Wilson had good news to re- 
port on two long = stalled 
projects.

name the pond at Schrom Hills 
Park), has been stalled for over 
a year due to a dispute over 
costs between the city and its 
contractor. This dispute has 
now been resolved without ad- 
ditional direct cost to the city, 
Wilson said. However, city 
staff will perform somie of the 
work originally expected to be 
done by the contractor and the 
city will provide a disposal site 
for the material dug up during 
construction. (The material will 
be dried on Northway fields and 
is expected to be carted away, 


- fairly quickly, by gardeners.) 


The work was delayed long 
enough that new permits are 
needed both for the lake itself 
and for grading the Northway 
disposal site. Wilson expects 
that construction will begin by 
early May and would take about 
six weeks to complete. 
Referring to the long delayed 
stormwater drainage work for 
the Lakewood subdivision, 
county officials have now di- 


rected their staffs to “make this 


project happen,” said Wilson. 
She expects that work will be- 
gin this fall. 
Greenbelt Lake 

Nine water quality improve- 
ment projects, funded by a com- 
bination of a state grant, city 
funds and work by. city crews, 
are planned for the upcoming 
fiscal year. The work is ex- 
pected to begin this fall and be 
completed by winter. Education 
programs are planned for the 
summer. One aspect of the 
education campaign is expected 
to focus on how residents’ ac- 
tivities, such as permitting sub- 
stances to flow into storm 
drains, affects the lake quality. 

Historic District - 


(GH1) committee assessing the 
feasibility of petitioning the 
county to make Old Greenbelt a 
federally recognized historic dis- 
trict is now making headway 
again, according to Wilson. 
She said that the county His- 
toric Preservation. Society has 
completed a draft showing the 
changes that historic district sta- 
tus would require to the mem- 
bers’ handbook. The committee 
is expected to present its report 
to the GHI board in July. 
Traffic Calming 
In the course of the next 
year, Wilson said, her depart- 
ment plans to evaluate all city 








streets to determine where traf- 
fic calming is needed. Some 
steps have already been taken, 
such as the speed humps on 
Northway and the planned 
changes to Hanover Parkway 
near Hunting Ridge. 

‘Her department investigates 
all complaints, Wilson said, but 
sometimes finds that the per- 
ceived problems are not con- 
firmed: In one case where she 
and Hruby were using radar to 
chéck vehicle speeds, a resident 
was pointing out speeding ve- 
hicles. However, Wilson said, 
vehicles thought to be speeding 
actually were not, according to 
the radar. If the majority of ve- 
hicles are abiding by the speed 
limit, traffic calming is probably 
not appropriate, instead enforce- 
ment should be used to catch 
specific violators. However, 
where significant numbers of 
vehicles are speeding or other- 
wise acting in an unsafe man- 
ner, traffic calming is needed, 
she felt. Speed humps are just 
one option among many. She 
and her staff are still learning 
and working to find the most 
effective ways to deal with spe- 
cific problems. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White noted that following the 
redesign of Cherrywood Lane, 
he is “generally seeing compli- 
ance” with the speed limit and 
traffic markings. Only occa- 
sionally, he said, does a “hot 
dog” pass on the striped area. 
He suggested, however, that the 
staff consider making provisions 
for right turns from Cherrywood 
onto Springhill Lane. 

Bram suggested that the area 
immediately off the beltway 
bridge (near the entrance to the 
Metro station) be.considered for

Burglar Alarms 

In the last year, the city has 
taken over the responsibility for 
licensing nonresidential burglar 
alarms: However, many busi- 
nesses appear to be unaware of 
this fact. Wilson expressed 
frustration over the inability of 
county staff to provide informa- 
tion to the city on businesses 
with alarms, and noted that her 
staff will have to canvass all 
businesses to ensure that they

The portion of Greenbelt that 
will be sprayed with dimilin to 
kill gypsy moth caterpillars will 
be reduced from 398 acres to 142 
acres since Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
(GHI) has decided not to be 
sprayed. All other areas that were 
originally slated to be sprayed 
will be so in late April or early 
May. 

The GHI Board of Directors 
voted at its regular meeting on 
Thursday, April 10 to write a let- 
ter to the state requesting not to 
be sprayed. This letter was mailed 
to the state on April 14. Accord- 
ing to GHI Manager Gretchen 
Overdurff, GHI was not informed 
early enough to give time to re- 
search the options. There are no 
gypsy moths in Greenbelt now, 
but GHI will work with the state 
in the future if there is a need, 
she said. 

The state has a “policy not té 
spray anyone who does not want 
to be sprayed,” said Sally Hughe 
of the Maryland Department of 
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The State plans to spray the chemical Dimilin over the shaded 
area to control the infestation of the gypsy moths into city wood- 
lands. 


‘Agriculture. People do write the 


state asking not to be sprayed. 
They are sent information outlin- 
ing the consequences of this ac- 
tion and a withdrawal form re- 
questing opting out. This form 
must be filled out and returned in 


order to opt out of being sprayed. 
Hughe estimated that the gypsy 
moth caterpillars hatched about 
April 12. They are being 
checked, she said.
